Jury meets, 
returns no 
indictment 

The special Morgan County grand 
jury appointed on Sept. 15 at the request 
of state Attorney General Greg Stumbo’s 
office held its first meeting last Thurs- 
day.

The Attorney General’s Office in 
Frankfort, which earlier had called a 
special grand jury to investigate 
Judge Executive Tim Conley on un- 
specified charges, told a reporter just 
before press time that the attorney 
general has no investigation ongoing 
in Morgan County. In response to a 
reporter’s question about the matter, 
Vicky Glass, public information of- 
ficer in the AG’s office, said, “We do 
not have any sort of investigation into 
the judge’s office in Morgan County.” 



The jury, which was in session for 
most of the day, heard testimony from 
at least two local witnesses, both Mor- 
gan County Road Department employ- 
ees, and did not return an indictment. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Brent 
Turner of Prestonsburg, the special pros- 
ecutor in charge of the jury, again did 
not identify the jury’s target nor com- 
ment on the nature of the investigation. 

However, it has become common 
knowledge in recent days, following a 
leak from the attorney general’s office 
to a Lexington newspaper, that the tar- 
get of the jury’s inquiry was Judge Ex- 
ecutive Tim Conley. 

A spokesperson for the special pros- 
ecutor who assisted at the grand jury 
session here last Thursday, told The 
Courier on Friday that Turner plans to 
recall the jury sometime in November.

Election 
set next 
Tuesday 

Main focus will be on 
highly-charged race 
for Judge Executive 

Other county, city, school 
board and judicial races 
also will be decided 

Races for U.S. Representative and 
state Appellate Judge are on the ballot, 
but the focus will be on local contests at 
next Tuesday’s General Election in Mor- 
gan County. 

In one of the most highly-charged 
county races in many years, Republican 
Judge Executive Tim Conley is being 
challenged by long-time Democrat Mag- 
istrate Mike Gevedon. Conley, the first 
Republican elected to the office in more 
than 70 years, has attempted to conduct 
a positive reelection campaign in the 
face of blistering attack ads sponsored 
by the county Democrat executive com- 
mittee that attempt to tie him to the Re- 
publican administrations in Frankfort 
and Washington and against a backdrop 
of sniping from the Democrat-controlled 
fiscal court and the seating in Septem- 
ber of a special secret grand jury called 
to investigate Conley on charges that so 
far have remained secret. 

A race for Jailer between Democrat 
Jimmy Darrell Easterling and Republi- 
can Rick Barker has also generated 
much interest. 

In addition, the race for Magistrate 
in District 3 has three contenders. They 
are Democrat Stanley Riggsby, Repub- 
lican John “ Ed” Beasley, and indepen- 
dent Democrat Brandon Elam, who is 
running as a write-in candidate.

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Search For Justice Or 
Dirty Politics? 

The appointment of a special grand jury over a month and a 
half ago in Morgan County could not help but raise eyebrows. 
Its timing just weeks before the election and the rumors that 
preceded it were enough to make it suspect. It had the smell of 
political chicanery of a meanness unexpected in our county, 
arousing suspicions in many quarters that its main purpose 
had little to do with serving the cause of justice but rather to 
effect the political demise of the county’s first-term judge ex- 
ecutive who is seeking reelection on Nov. 7. 

Seemingly right on cue and lending credence to these sus- 
picions, the special jury was called into session last week, just 
days before the election. The jury did not return an indict- 
ment. Even so, the prosecutor managed to provide more grist 
for the rumor mill, indicating that he plans to recall the panel 
“sometime in November.” 

Sometime in November could mean anytime before or af- 
ter the election. Is it any wonder that many are skeptical? Could 
there be a single reasonable person of voting age in the county 

— Democrat or Republican — who does not harbor at least 
some skepticism about the reason behind the seating of this 
grand jury? 

Morgan County has been poorly, maybe even cynically 
served by this jury’s appointment. Its timing is just too much 
of a coincidence to be easily discounted. And its handling by 
calling it into session only days before the election after weeks 
of inactivity gives powerful legs to growing suspicions of pos- 
sible collusion and misuse of political and prosecutorial power, 
something that in itself could warrant examination. 

The seating of a special grand jury is a serious matter, not 
something to be played around with for political reasons. To 
do so would be to go beyond the pale by undermining trust in 
the institutions upon which our rights as citizens rest.

CIVICS LESSON 

Knowledgeable voters know that a grand jury indictment is 
an allegation — usually based solely on the testimony of 
prosecutorial witnesses and recommended by the prosecutor 

— that a violation of law COULD have occurred. A grand 
jury does not have to call the subject of its inquiries to appear 
before the panel to speak in his or her own behalf, and in fact 
seldom does. 

Should an indictment be returned, a trial court SOME TIME 
IN THE FUTURE will hear the case. It is the trial court’s duty 
to hear ALL the evidence, both the commonwealth’s and the 
defendant’s, and determine if the case has merit. If it is deter- 
mined that it does not, the indictment will be dismissed. If it 
does have merit, the case will be tried before a jury and hope- 
fully, a righteous judgment will be rendered.

Approximately 80 volunteer 
firefighters, rescue squad mem- 
bers and guests enjoyed a steak 
dinner prepared by the Woman’s 
Club, with President Kim Barker 
presenting a $50 donation to each 
department. 

“It is very important to honor 
our firefighters,” Barker said. 
“They do a dangerous job for no 
compensation, and there is not a 
lot of public appreciation for 
them. Everyone in the commu- 
nity should thank these dedicated 
civil servants.” 

Accepting donations - pro- 
ceeds of the Woman’s Club Sor- 
ghum Festival booth - were West 
Liberty Fire Chief John Conley, 
Caney Valley Fire Chief Tommy 
Conley, Highway 172/Peddler 
Gap Fire Chief Charles Tharp, 
Blackwater Fire Chief Claudell 
Nickell, White Oak Fire Chief 
Wayne Tyree, Highway 519 
Firefighter David Elliott and As- 
sistant Rescue Squad Chief Mike 
Lacy. 

Barker said the club also ex- 
pressed appreciation to ambu- 
lance service employees by send- 
ing food to EMS headquarters. 

Firefighters then honored with 
a moment of silence late com- 
rades Denzil Adkins, of the 
Blackwater Fire Department, and 
Everett Manley, of the Highway 
172/Peddler Gap Fire Depart- 
ment, who both passed away ear- 
lier this year. 

West Liberty Fire Chief John 
Conley, who is also E-911 direc- 
tor, shared run statistics for all fire 
departments, rescue squad and 
ambulance service. 

“In the past year, local fire de- 
partments responded to a total of 
383 calls - 40 of which were 
housefires,” Conley said. “The 
rescue squad responded to 83 
calls, while the ambulance ser- 
vice responded to 2,547 calls. All 
our emergency personnel con- 
tinue to work tirelessly, even 
though these numbers are low 
compared to previous years.” 

Conley also gave an update on 
West Liberty Fire Department’s 
(WLFD) search for a new 
firetruck, made possible by a 



$100,000 Community Facilities 
Grant to the City of West Liberty 
in September. 

“Firetruck specifications have 
been submitted the Department 
of Rural Development,” Conley 
said. “We are waiting for ap- 
proval, and we will advertise for 
bids in local newspapers and fire 
department websites. Once bids 
are accepted and reviewed, it will 
take approximately six to nine 
months for the truck to be built.” 

West Liberty Mayor Bob 
Nickell said the city also plans 
to construct a new fire station for 
WLFD, which currently meets in 
the City Hall basement. 

“The new fire station will be 
located on Index Hill,” Nickell 
said. “We are waiting for the state 
to deed the land to us, which 
could happen at any time. We 
want to give the firefighters their 
own meeting place, as well as 
consolidate our firetrucks - 
which are currently housed in 
two different locations.” 

Morgan County Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley also thanked 
honorees for their service. 

“Volunteers are the backbone 
of Morgan County,” Judge 
Conley said. “I support what you 
do, and I am working to get more 
funding for our fire departments 
and rescue squad. We have re- 
cently received approval for a 
$13,000 rescue squad equipment 



grant, and a $5,000 equipment 
grant for all fire departments. 
Thank you for your service to 
Morgan County.” 

Barker closed the evening 
with a poem, and spoke about the 
importance of volunteerism. 

“Volunteer work, such as that 
of our volunteer firefighters and 
rescue squad members, is essen- 
tial,” Barker said. “Not only does 
volunteering bring a great sense 
of self-worth, it also makes one 
feel more connected to the com- 
munity. Things get done when 
everyone pitches in and works as 
a team.” 

The Woman’s Club would like 
thank Commercial Bank for do- 
nating $700 for food, Commer- 
cial Bank employees Bob Mar- 
tin, Donnie Dye and Julie 
Ferguson for grilling the steaks, 
and Morgan County High School 
Juniorettes Brooke Benton and 
Jessica Tipton for serving guests.

Testing and Diabetes Control 

Keeping blood glucose at near-normal levels helps people with diabetes 
avoid long-term complications, which can affect the eyes, nerves and kidneys. 
Testing blood glucose lets you see how well your medications, eating plan 
and exercise routine are working to achieve this goal. Table i shows available 
tests and recommended values.

Self-Monitoring 

Self-monitoring using a blood glucose 
monitor should be performed each day, at 
scheduled times determined by your 
healthcare team. This test shows daily 
changes in blood glucose levels. Here’s how 
to get the most from your self-monitoring: 

• Know your monitor. Select a low-mainte- 
nance monitor that doesn’t require 
cleaning or complicated calibration. 

• Be sure to get an adequate blood drop, and 
avoid extreme temperatures while testing. 
Identify which conditions may cause inac- 
curate readings for your monitor. 

• Practice using your monitor with your 
doctor or pharmacist. If you don't know 
which monitor to choose, ask your phar- 



macist. When you have questions, you’ll 
know where to find help! 

• Know what actions you’re supposed to 
take as a result of your blood glucose 
reading. 

• Enter your results in a logbook, or select 
a monitor that allows you to enter data 
electronically. Bring your log or monitor 
to your doctor’s appointments. 

If your blood glucose value is abnor- 
mally high or low, or you’re experiencing 
symptoms of high or low blood sugar, call 
your doctor. 

Aic 

The Aic (formerly referred to as HbAic) 
test gives information about your blood 



glucose levels over the past 
three months, and is usually 
performed by a lab. It meas- 
ures the linking of glucose to 
red blood cells. The higher your 
average blood glucose, the 
higher your Aic. For people 
with diabetes, your value should be below 
7% to reduce your risk of complications. The 
American Diabetes Association recom- 
mends that you have an Aic test performed 
two to four times per year. 

Fructosamine 

This is a lab test that examines the link- 
ing of glucose to protein in the blood. It 
provides a two- to three-week overview of 
glucose control. Situations in which a fruc- 
tosamine test may be used include: when 
you’re changing diabetes regimens; during 
pregnancy, when varying hormone levels 
may affect insulin requirements; and when 
red blood cell levels are low, as this may 
cause an Aic test to be inaccurate.

The chief state school of- 
ficer shall submit all proposed ad- 
ministrative regulations and edu- 
cation policies for review by the 
council prior to seeking approval 
of the Kentucky Board of Edu- 
cation.” Because the only way 
that education policy can be le- 
gally enforced vis-a-vis school 
districts is through inclusion in an 
administrative regulation, educa- 
tion policy has been interpreted 
to mean administrative regula- 
tion.

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Tips for saving money on

In recent years, virtually 
every fuel source has experienced 
an increase in price. Three main 
factors contribute to higher 
propane prices: 

• Higher crude oil and natural 
gas prices. Because propane is 
produced from both crude oil and 
natural gas, its price generally 
follows those energy sources. As 
you know, crude oil prices are 
considerably higher today than 
last year. 

• Seasonal weather conditions. 
Colder temperatures during 
winter months increase demand 
for propane, particularly for home 
heating, which reduces supplies 
and leads to higher prices. 

• International influences. The 
global propane mark is constantly 
changing. New customers all over 
the world are turning to propane 
as a home energy source. As a 
result, there is increased 
competition for propane, which 
means higher prices. 

Here are some simple steps 
you can take to lower your energy 



bill year-round: 

• Inspect and tune up your 
residential heating system 
regularly. A heating system that 
runs well is more efficient and 
will save you money. 

• Change your furnace filter 
monthly. Clean filters will 
increase efficiency. If on a 
monthly payment plan, use 
receipt of your monthly propane 
bill as a reminder. 

• Invest in a programmable 
thermostat timer that lowers your 
home’s temperature when you are 
not at home.

How to prepare your home 
as winter months approach 



Winter months are fast ap- 
proaching. Home maintenance 
and repairs should be done year 
round as needed, but there are 
some things should inspect in 
early fall to insure that our home 
is ready for winter. 

When inspecting around the 
home there are several areas that 
we should check. These include 
the foundation, basement, yard, 
roof, exterior walls, windows, 
doors, interior surfaces, electrical 
systems, heating and cooling sys- 
tems, plumbing and safety issues. 

As we inspect the following: 

Foundation - look for signs of 
water damage and cracks. Check 
to make sure that water is drain- 
ing away from the foundation. If 
the house has an underground 
drainage system, be sure that it 
is working effectively. 

Basement - inspect the area 
for any cracks in the walls or 
floor. Repair any cracks or open- 
ings to make it water-tight and 
prevent water damage. Also in- 
spect for small openings and 
cracks in joints or seams in the 
framework of the house, the attic 
and crawl space. Pay special at- 
tention to cracks around doors 
and windows. Cold winter air can 
enter our home through these 
cracks and openings. Caulk and 
weather strip these areas to save 
energy and add comfort during 
the winter months. The weather 
stripping around doors not only 
prevents cold air from coming 
into the home, but will also keep 
out insects and pests that could 
otherwise invade our homes. Au- 
tumn is the best time to do insu- 
lating. Do not wait until it gets 
too cold to do these tasks. 

Yard - prepare by raking 
leaves and pruning trees and 
shrubs. Do not leave patio and 
law furniture outside. Move them 
into the basement or garage to 
prevent damage from the winter 
weather. When the temperatures 
drop below freezing, shut off 
sprinkler and other outside water 
systems. Store garden hoses in 
the garage or basement with tools 
that will not be needed during the 



winter months. 

Roof - check for loose or 
missing shingles and make any 
needed repairs. This will keep 
snow or wind from causing fur- 
ther damage to the roof. Clean out 
the gutters to remove dead leaves 
and debris. This will allow water 
to flow easily through the drain 
system. Examine the chimney to 
be sur it is secure and there are 
no loose bricks or mortar. Hire a 
chimney sweep to remove any 
buildup from the chimney, hearth 
and firebox. This should be done 
annually if the fireplace is used 
often to eliminate creosote 
buildup that will create a fire haz- 
ard. 

Fall and winter temperatures 
usually cause heat bills to in- 
crease. Before extremely cold 
weather, check the heating sys- 
tem including filters, pilot lights 
and burners. Finding a profes- 
sional to clean and service the 
heating system early in the fall 
may save money by preventing 
problems that could arise later in 
the winter months. Vacuum the 
dust from heating vents, 
baseboards and cold-air return 
vents. Indoor pollutants from this 
dust buildup can cause illness 
during the cold weather. 

Take a closer look at smoke 
and carbon monoxide detectors. 
Test each one and replace batter- 
ies if needed. It is a good idea to 
do this the same weekend as day- 
light savings time ends. If you 
have a gas furnace or water 
heater, gas or kerosene space 
heater, fireplace or wood burning 
stove, be sure to have properly 
functioning detectors in these ar- 
eas.

Puppy buyers beware; all 
‘papers’ not created equal 



(NAPS A) — It wasn’t hard for 
Kansas City resident Gladys 
Gillihan to decide that she wanted 
a cuddly Miniature Poodle puppy. 
She found a breeder who adver- 
tised an American Kennel Club- 
registered Poodle-complete with 
“papers”-and she assumed that 
was what she was getting. When 
she picked up her puppy, the 
breeder said she’d send “papers” 
in the mail. 

But the “papers,” which 
Gillihan knew she needed to reg- 
ister her dog with the AKC, never 
arrived. Repeated phone calls to 
the breeder went unanswered. 

“All too frequently we hear 
this same story from disappointed 
puppy buyers,” said Lisa 
Peterson of the AKC. “Some 
claim they were intentionally 
misled by a puppy seller who 
implied that the dog was AKC- 
registrable and later sent them 
papers from another registry-or 
they received no papers at all.” 

With more than 20 different 
canine registries in the U.S., the 
term “papers” is often confusing 
to some first-time puppy buyers. 
Each registry has varying stan- 
dards and registration criteria, so 
puppy buyers should familiarize 
themselves with these registries 
before they select a breeder. 

The 122-year-old AKC is the 
only registry in the U.S. with a 
stringent inspections program 
and care and conditions policy 
that helps ensure the health, 
safety, and welfare of the dogs. 
While a few registries require 
dogs to be purebred (bred from 
documented members of a recog- 
nized breed over generations), 
most have no system for moni- 
toring their care, record keeping 
and identification, and many will 
register dogs with little or no 
proof of lineage. 




“With a purebred, a large part 
of what the consumer is buying 
is the dog’s pedigree-proof of its 
heritage-which provides insight 
into the dog’s eventual appear- 
ance, temperament and suitabil- 
ity to their lifestyle,” added 
Peterson. “But if you don’t do the 
research and find a responsible 
breeder, disreputable breeders or 
deceptive retailers may be able to 
take advantage of you.” 

The following tips from the 
AKC will help ensure you get a 
happy, healthy puppy: 

•Find a responsible breeder 
with many years of experience 
and at least one dog club affilia- 
tion. 

•If “papers” aren’t available at 
the time of delivery, wait until the 
breeder receives them before you 
pay for your puppy. 

•Make sure to get “papers” 
from the registry you were prom- 
ised. Many registries have simi- 
lar names and logos. 

•If you wish to register your 
puppy with the AKC, get proper 
documentation. AKC does not 
accept registrations from most 
other registries. 

•Keep in mind that once you 
complete the transaction, there is 
often no recourse for an unsatis- 
fied buyer.

Gateway Community Ser- 
vices Organization has provided 
funding to the Gateway District 
Health Department to benefit un- 
insured and underinsured resi- 
dents of Bath, Morgan and 
Menifee counties who are at 225 
percent federal poverty level. 

These funds are from the 
Healthy Community Access Pro- 
gram (HCAP), Department of 
Health and Human Services’ 
Health Resources and Services 
Administration to promote and 
create healthy communities in 
medically underserved areas. The 
HCAP funding came to Gateway 
Community Services through 
collaboration with Kentucky 
Foothills Community Action 
Partnership in Richmond. The 
Gateway District Health Depart- 
ment is part of a consortium that 
administers the funding. 

Gateway has already ex- 
pended $50,000 in vouchers for 
services for those meeting pro- 
gram requirements in three coun- 



ties. Funding has met needs for 
medical, prescription, dental, vi- 
sion, hearing and specialty ser- 
vices.

“To 
be in this situation and the girls 
never being here and to be play- 
ing Russell, our girls were ner- 
vous,” said Morgan County coach 
Tammy Hensley. “It showed early 
on in the match.” 

Between all of Russell’s se- 
niors, Coach Darrell Adkins said, 
“ I have 19 state tournament ap- 
pearances in high school sports. 
It really shows in the big games.” 

Nonetheless, Morgan began to 
settle down in the second set and 
a one time cut the lead to 15-11 
on a kill by Alyssa Dulen. But the 



bigger Lady Devils scored six of 
the next eight points to give 
Russell a 23-11 lead. But the 
Lady Cougars did not go down 
without a fight. “We are that 
scrappy, undersized team that 
should not even be here, accord- 
ing to everyone,” said Hensley, “ 
but these girls believed and they 
did not quit.”

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Cougar Football 2006 

Team of great potential 
hampered by injuries, turnovers

Sometimes lofty expectations 
just don’t pan out. Such is the case 
for the Cougar football season. 

After 15 wins and a pair of 
playoff appearances over the pre- 
vious two seasons, most believed 
Randy Wood’s team would earn 
a third straight winning season in 
2006. Even the CATS’ Pause foot- 
ball magazine tabbed the Cougars 
as number two in their district 
preseason rankings, t railing only 
defending state champion 
Russell. 

But graduation, coupled with 
a host of injuries to key returnees 
proved more than Morgan could 
overcome. The bad news began 
before the season even started 
when quarterback Andy Fannin 
learned his right shoulder had 
failed to heal properly after sur- 
gery. The news worsened in the 
season opener against Rowan as 
Derrick Young suffered a high 
ankle sprain. Young, projected as 
one of the region’s top 10 players 
after a 1 ,000 yard rushing season 
in 2005, finished with just 87 
yards in limited duty. Add to that 
the fact that linebacker Ryan 
Buckler was hampered due to a 
respiratory infection that led to an 
irregular heartbeat; not to men- 
tion the loss of Andrew Lewis due 
to shoulder problems. The harsh 
reality is that this team was put 
behind the eight ball long before 
it could realize its potential. 

“I guess under the circum- 
stances, we did about as well as 
we could have,” Wood said. 
“Maybe a big part of it falls on 
coaching. When the season began 
the way it did, you have to look 
at a little bit of everything. If Der- 
rick is 100 percent, that makes a 
huge difference — on both sides 
of the ball. It’s hard to miss a guy 
like that and it not affect your 
team.” 

Fannin’s injury forced John 
Robert Henderson to play quar- 
terback, a position he had never 
played before. And even though 
the Cougar coach says Henderson 
“did a great job” behind center, it 
also limited Wood in how he 
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The Stretch Run 

There’s few things in sports 
more exciting tan hearing the 
words “and down the stretch they 
come” on the first Saturday in May 
at the Kentucky Derby. 

As we enter November, the 
same is holding true for Kentucky 
football as the Wildcats enter “the 
stretch run.” The Cats are 4-4 — 
having won every game (Texas 
State, Ole Miss, Central Michigan 
and Mississippi State) in which 
they were favored. To date, UK’s 
lone slip up came in the 24-17 loss 
to South Carolina in Lexington — 
also UK’s only home loss this sea- 
son. 

Rich Brooks and company 
must win two of their last four to 
be bowl eligible. However, being 
“bowl eligible” does not guaran- 
tee a bowl, especially if the South- 
eastern Conference has as many as 
nine teams vying for eight spots. 

But if Kentucky were to win 
three of the final four games, that 
would secure a bowl. And with 
UK’s strong fan following, it 
would likely lock up a significant 
bowl game, such as the Outback 
or Liberty Bowl. Of course, the 
Outback Bowl is especially partial 
to the Cats, with the founder of the 
popular steakhouse franchise be- 
ing a UK graduate. Back in 1999, 
Tim Couch and the Wildcats 
brought the majority of the sold- 
out crowd of more than 66,000 to 
see the Cats go up against the leg- 
endary Joe Paterno and Penn 
State. 

As for the present, Kentucky 
could take a major step toward a 
possible seven win season with an 
upset of a vulnerable Georgia team 
this weekend. The Bulldogs are 6- 
3 overall, but only 3-3 in SEC play. 
Furthermore, the Dawgs have won 
only one of four games against 
eastern division opponents. Most 
analysts believe if UK is to ever 
have a shot at beating Georgia, it 
could come on Saturday. 

It’s the first of three in a row 
for the Wildcats at home, giving 
them a realistic shot of being 7-4 
before heading to Knoxville on 
November 25 to face the Volun- 
teers. 



could use his senior star. 

“We wanted to play John Rob- 
ert at slot back, and when we 
couldn’t, it posed a real problem,” 
Wood said. “We needed him there 
so that teams couldn’t stack their 
pass defense on just one side of 
the field. Last year, we had the 
option of throwing to either side 
(with Zeke Hall and Devan 
Adkins). This year, teams loaded 
up on Wes Montgomery and held 
us down. Not giving John Robert 
the freedom to catch and run the 
football limited what we could 
do.” 

Henderson still enjoyed a fan- 
tastic season, finishing with over 
8 — yards rushing yards, includ- 
ing a team-high 1 1 rushing touch- 
downs. He also added nearly 500 
yards through the air, including 
six touchdown passes. No matter 
the opponent, Henderson consis- 
tently proved to be among the 
best players on the field. 

“If John Robert is not the best 
quarterback I’ve ever coached, 
he’s certainly the second best,” 
Wood said. 

The coach says if the many in- 
juries weren’t enough, there were 
plenty of turnovers to make a bad 
situation even worse. Of their 
eight losses, the Cougars were 
right in six of those games until 
late in the fourth quarter — in- 
cluding Rowan, Bath, West 
Carter and Fleming. 



“We should have never lost to 
Rowan or West Carter,” Wood 
said. “We’re given a chance to 
win and we go turn the ball over. 
We did the same thing against 
Fleming County. You just can’t do 
that and expect to win.” 

For the season, the Cougars 
finished sixth in the region in 
scoring offense (231 points), 
while tying for seventh (299 
point) in scoring defense. Morgan 
put its offense on display in both 
of its victories\, scoring 65 on 
Powell County and then putting 
up 56 on Lewis. 

Despite a disappointing season 
record-wise, the Cougars still 
hold a 17-16 mark during the 
Randy Wood era at MCHS. That 
in itself is quite an accomplish- 
ment, considering the immense 
struggles this program has en- 
dured over the past 20 years. Dur- 
ing his tenure, Morgan has gone 
from the doormat of the district 
to a respected football program 
throughout the region. 

We should all appreciate the 
efforts of Coach Wood and the 
personal sacrifices he’s made to 
help this program reach it poten- 
tial. He’s overcome a lack of 
numbers, a lack of a winning 
mentality, and most of all, the lack 
of adequate and quality facilities. 
I dare to say there’s not a coach 
in the state that has accomplished 
so much with so little.
